The project calls 
for the merger of the street railway 
lines of Pittsburg, Columbus, Indian- 
apolis and St. Louis, together 
with 


those of "Wheeling, "W" 
Va, 
Newark 


and Zanesville, O., and other smaller 
places 
The merger is the most ex- 


tensive one of Its class on record, and 
is most important 
to the great Bl- 


kins inteiests, which control the Pitts- 
burg lines, and involves a capitaliza- 
tion of something more than $100,000,- 
000

The proposed road will be a direct 


one from Plttsburg to St. Louis and 
will be about 750 miles long 
The road 


will avoid the larger cities and towns 
as much as possible, on account of the 
high speed that will be maintained, 
and the suburban lines will all be feed- 
ers to the main, through line. A i ail- 
road giade will be established through- 
out, eighty pound rails will be laid and 
double tiacks will prevail

PHILANTHROPISTS AND ROBBERS 


M T is said that there is a strong and growing- sentiment in 
Jj 
Nebraska against accepting the sixty-seven thousand 


••dollars which John D. Rockefeller has offered for the erec- 
tion of a building at the State University for religious and 
.social purposes. Many vigorous protests have been made. 
.Among them is one of unusual pungency by Saiah B. Har- 
iris, a graduate of the institution. She says- 


-"Mr. Rockefeller has robbed the rich and given'food to 


lihe poor. He gives a fraction of his ill-gotten gains to 
She university, which flowered into freak professors and a 
"bigoted and subservient president. As a patron Rocke- 
feller is lacking- in the robust virtues. He may be able to 
make his peace with God, but man has judged him, and 
liis offense against humanity looms large and black. If 
tie were mally benevolent ho would reduce the price of oil 
at least Toelov, a fifty per cent profit. Donations to instit- 
utions which must theieaXter consider his life as a life of 
•.a. "benefactor will not buy the respect of a people." 


There is much truth in Uie foregoing, but if Rockefeller 


lias been guilty of robbing at all he has done worse than to 
xob the ilch and give food to the poor as well as the rich, 
^or all classes have consumed the product upon which he 
lias made his colossal fortune. In fact, the poor have been 
robbed more than the rich, relatively, because the latter 
:usc gas and electricity very laigely to the exclusion of oil, 
-while the poier classes are not only restricted more close- 
ay to oil but buy it generally in small quantities and, as 


•S-L result, pay higher prices 


But aside fiom all such considerations it undoubtedly 


"3s true that most of the large sums being donated for edu- 
cational find religious pui poses have been acquired by bus- 
iness methods which it would be hard to defend by any 
•code of morals taught by any church. "When a. man starts 
<out in life with almost nothing and by obtaining control of 
some staple commodity which the public must have. 
•.amasses a. fortune which runs into the hundreds of millions 
it needs no ciigument to pi ore that he has been robbing 
not only somebody but a g-oocl many bodies. 
Manifestly 


"he has not been content with a fair piofit. He has unjust- 
ly extoited fiom olheis vast sums of money which he does 
snot need, and which they did need. Such a wrong is not 
atonecl for by giving av\ ay portions of the ill-gotten wealth 
Jn so-called charities or taenevolencos. And yet there is 
.a ve;y general disposition to ignoie the methods by which 
'the monoy has been acquirred, accept thn gift and praise 
•the giver. 


Those donations in some cases u.i e accompanied by con- 


ditions \\hich render them of no real value, but rather an 
injury. For example, most of the gifts to universities are 
eithei avowedly or impliedly based upon the condition that 
-their economic teachings shall be satisfactory to the don- 
•ors. These donors, as a, rule, know nothing of economics. 
They have simply got i ich by craft and good luck. They 
--assume that economic conditions which benefit them are 
necessarily good conditions and for that reason they want 
no univeisity teachings to the contrary. One by one the 
professors of political economy who believe in bimetallism 
have been \veeded out, and their places filled by those who 
are either prepared to champion the gold standard or let 
the subject severely alone. And so with other economic 
•and bncial questions. 


Where a gift is thus based upon wrongful 
conditions, 


<come from whatever source it may, it should be rejected. 
"When it is for purely charitable purposes M ithout any such 


• conditions attached there seems to be no good reason why 


It should not be taken and used for the benefit of those in 
snecd. If all the wrongfully acquiried Wealth in the world 
would be distributed judiciously in charity great numbers 
>of people would be benefited, but it would not make the 
'donors saints or piove that the policy under which the 
-wealth was acquired was a just policy. 


THE ONLY RECOURSE 


ROBABLY in the history of local governments no in- 


,* corporated town ever entered upon its career under 


xinfavorable conditions as accompany the maugura- 
of the municipality of Reno, the details of which have 


toeen presented in full in the local columns of The Journal. 
"With not a dollar in the treasury and a heavy deficit for 
-which there is no provision for payment; forbidden by the 
Incorporation Act to contract any debt, for the payment of 
which there is no money }n the fund to be drawn upon, 
•the city government commences its existence with neither 
money nor credit and nearly as powerless as though no 
Act of incorporation had ever been enacJed. 


It rs useless at this time to dilate upon the defects of the 


Incorporation law, or the acts of the town board, which are 
the two causes of the present dilemma. For these thingi 
there will doubtless dawn a day of reckoning in the sweet 
' bye and bye. At present the question is how to over come 
the defects in the incorporation law, and to thwart the de- 
signs of those who hoped to nullify it by rendering it In- 
<jperative trTrough lack of money or credit for its execu- 
tion. 


That money must be had from soirie^Soi^ce, and in the 


•aaear futxu-e, is beyond question. The^propSatoon of, May- 
nor Turrittin for forty or fifty citizens to sign'a joint note 
stud trust to the next legislature for its..-payment, while a 
•partriO'tic suggestion, is, we are afraid, u'nder at least one 
decision, of our supreme court, impracticable. We re- 
r siriber in the early days of Lander county, its script was 


worth' only 'ab'out ten cents to the dollar, and all- purchases 
had to be made upon a basis of ten dollars for one. A 
p-and jury advised the sheriff, who was a man of means 
.o advance the money for \jail supplies,'and ottier expenses 
ncidental to his office. This he did to the amount of about 
S3,500, thereby saving the county more than $20,000. 
^. bill afterwards passed the legislature without) opposi- 
:ion for the ex-sheriff's relief, for the amount actually ex- 
pended with legal interest thereon. 'The payment of the 
money was contested by the district attorney of Lander 
county; the supreme court declared the Act unconstitu- 
tional, and the generous and patriotic officer never receiv- 
ed a nickel for the money which he expended for the ben- 
efit of the tax-payers of his county. The Reno case would 
be similar if not an exact parallel to the Lander case, and 
The Journal would advise no citizen to attach his name to 
such a note as was proposed by Mayor Turrittin. 


When you come down to the solid fact, the issuance of 


bonds is the only recourse under the circumstances-, and 
;he sooner it is done the better for the taxpayers of the 
city . Can anyone suggest any other method? 
_ Suppose 


the election does cost $1,000, the failure to hold one would 
;ost the people in the end probably twenty times that 
amount. Ihe Mayor and Counciimen need not be squrm- 
sh about the matter. The necessity is forced upon them 
by the defects in the incorporation Act, and the action of 
the town board. Every intelligent and right thinking cit- 
zen and tax-payer will recognize the necessity and justify 
the Council in calling for the bond issuance, and will in- 
dorse their action at the election by a majority as large as 
that of the friends of a city government for Reno. Let 
them take the bull by the horns; decide upon the amount 
needed and issue the election call at once. The only other 
recourse is for the .Mayor and members of the City Coun- 
cil to resigTi simultaneously and let the whole works go 
by default. If the city government is to be saved, the bond 
issuance is the only way to do it. It is that or abandon- 
ment of municipality. Let the Mayor and Council take 
their choice.
